New 
York. 

Mr.  Heye,  In  addition  to  founding 
this  museum,  has  placed  there  his 
private  collection  of  many  thous- 
snd.t  of  specimens.  He  Is  now  Its 
director,  having  associated  with 
him  a  number  of  prominent  iieople 
^nt'<rested  la  aatimpolailMl  re- 

M^anh. 

.Mr  Hcve,  who  is  registered  at  the 
Empress  Hotel  with  Mrs.  Heye, 
aljo  an  enthusiastic  archae<doglst. 
says  the  average  mudeum  should 
limit  Its  eoUectlon  of  general  ob- 
jects, retaining  only  enough  to 
Illustrate  certain  phases  of  develop- 
ment. Then  it  may  specialize  in 
subjects  not  covered  el.sewherc. 
That  is  the  policv  which  h"  per- 
sonally adopt.';  and  encourages  with 
the  varlou.*  expeditions  .sent  out 
under  the  Heye  Foundation. 
NO  OVERLAPPING 
He  aiv>  believes  In  avoiding  over- 
lapping in  the  work  of  expeditions. 
For  that  purpose  while  his  ethno- 
logical work  embraces  the  two 
American  continents,  wherever 
other  expeditions  are  operating,  the 
Heye  coUeetort  turn  elsewhere  in 
the  search  of  new  material  Such 
is  the  casft  now  in  connection  with 
.'le  expedition.^  operating  for  the 
Heye  Foundation,  two  of  which  are 
wn-king  In  South  America,  a  third 
in  Salvador,  and  a  fourth  m 
Nicaragua.  The  mnseom  ia  not  now 
wortdng  in  Mexico,  feeling  that  the 
(^TWagle  Foundation  Is  covering 
tnls  territory. 

Mr  Heye  himself  has  collected 
recently  in  the  Argentine  Republic. 
He  plans  to  come  up  to  one  of  the 
neighboring  islands,  probably  Whld- 
bey.  in  the  Karo  archipelago^  or  la 
thf  Tldnlty  of  BeUlnghara.  this 
area  not  having  been  examined  in 
detaU  for  a  luaaber  of  years,  and 
to  spend  next  WlBlV  thSM  hi  la- 
vestlgatlon. 

KXPBCTC  TALVABLa  DATA 

Mr  Heye  believes  there  will  be 
found  in  that  Investigation  valu- 
able data,  linking  up  the  various 
tribe.'  of  the  coast,  more  partlcu- 
l.irly  In  relation  to  the  aborigines 
who  preceded  those  encountered  in 
the  eighteenth  century  by  the  Huro- 
pean  explorers.  He  thinks  the  re- 
sult may  posalUy  connect  missing 
links  In  the  life  history  of  the  North 
American  Indian,  perhaps  throw- 
ing some  light  on  the  supposed  mi- 
gration from   A.la  by  way  of  the

However  the  world  at  large  may  view  the  deduc- 
tions of  Sir  Arthur  Keith,  he  will  in  many  minds  have 
resuscitated  "pithrcophobia."  or  diread  of  apes, 
which,  oi  and  on  for  upwards  of  half  a  century, 
has  beset  those  who  ponder  on  the  origin  of  man  and 
who  flo  so  without  faith  in  that  origin  having  been 
Divine.  He  has  recalled  to  public  aedulity  Car- 
lyle's  defiaitiea  of  the  Darwin  theory  the  "monkey 
damnification  of  mankind."  and  perhaps  has  been 
the  means  of  inducing  people  anew  to  judge  their 
fellow  nea  more  by  their  anccsf^y  than  their  qaali- 
ties.  The  possible  fallacies  which  enter  into  the 
theories  of  scientists  as  to  the  evolution  pf  maa  are 
so  nomeroua  «  to  leave  the  widest  kind  of  laepholas 
through  which  to  escape  from  the  conception  that  the 
human  species  has  been  dcscendad  from  the  anthro- 
poid ape.  There  are  errors  of  railKoBs  of  years  in 
what  is  described  as  the  "date  of  man's  origin." 
Some  claim  that  this  origin  goes  back  Xo  the  Oligocene 
division  of  the  Tertiary  epoch  and  that  than  there 
was  a  neutral  sio<  k  frola  whidi  dtwa-oMn  aad  the 
apes  rose  independently. 

Professor  H.  F.  Osbom,  chief  of  the  AaMrican 
Museum  of  Natural  History,  points  out.  as  a  refuta- 
tion of  the  Darwin  theory,  that  the  human  line  "was 
ground-living,  cursorial,  alert,  capable  of  tool-making, 
and  tiviof  in  a  relatively  open  country  on  the  high 
plateaus  and  plains  of  Northern  Asia,  whereas  the 
ape-line  was  tree-living,  usinf^c  its  arms  rather  than  its 
legs,  sluggish,  incapable  of  tool-making  and  restricted 
to  the  forests  of  ."^outh  Temperate  and  Tropical 
(ountnes."  He  believes  that  it  is  much  more  likely 
that  tha  apa  <eonvarged  towards  the  huaMn  type,  than

There  Is  nothing  In  the  product 
of  the  orange  and  lemon  RTovea 
of  Southern  California  equal  In 
wealth  of  nutrition  and  in  the  pre- 
vention of  systemic  decay  to 
that  which  lies  in  the  potentiality 
of  the  Okanagaa  orchards.  We 
have  a  mine  of  wealth  both  finaa- 
ciaUy  aad  nutrlttanalty  lying  at  our 
doort  awaiting  a  more  extensive  de- 
velopment ai:

POTATOBB  abb  only  SLIGHT- 
LT  BTAftCHY 

When  starches  are  discusseri  the 
poUto  is  always  referred  to  before 
any  other  surchy  food.  The  other 
principal  sources  of  starch  in  the 
diet  are  found  In  the  various  grains 
and  flour  produced  from  them. 
These  grains  are  from  three  to  fotnr 
times  more  starchy  than  the  so- 
called  In.sh  potato,  but  the  common 
thought  Is  to  place  potatoo:-  the 
highest  on  the  list  Those  who  are 
trying  to  reduce  always  eliminate 
potatoes  first  from  their  diet  and 
then  eat  enough  bread  to  keep  t:p 
their  poundage  and  wander  why 
they  do  not  lose  weight. 

The  averaue  .size  potato  contains 
only  from  fourteen  to  twenty  per 
cent  starch,  and  the  peculiar  ar- 
rangement of  its  cells  makes  It 
mere  ea^  digestible  than  the 
stareh  of  grains.  Here  is  another 
tuber  taken  from  Its  wild  state  on 
the  slopes  of  the  Andes,  in  Soutn 
America,  brought  to  VU?lnia  and 
then  to  Ireland,  and  cultivated  Into 
the  large  tuber  v  U\l^\  is  now  used 
so  universally  as  a  part  of  the 
everyday  food  of  all  civilized  races, 
na  common  use  today  Ls  no  doubt 
due  to  several  reasons.  U  may  be 
made  Into  many  palate-pleasing 
di.shes  and  mixtures.  It  U  also 
con  para  lively  cheap  in  price  and 
lends  iuelf  easily  to  commercial 
handlioK  It  nils  up  well,  and  can 
be  easily  eaten  without  masOcatlon 
even  by  babies  or  old  lollcs. 

In  addition  to  these  reasons,  the 
pouto  may  be  also  of  great  value 
for  (U  neunahlng  quaUtlos  If  used 
properly  With  other  staple  foods  in 
the  ridhf  amount  and  combination?

Needlework  is  one  of  those  gUus 
which  enables  us  "to  see  ourselves 
as  others'  see  us,"  for  each  piece  of 
work  is  a  silent  picture  of  the  ebar> 
aeter  and  dlspoAtlan  o(  its  qwfctor. 
Pwhaps  this  18*  one  o(  the  reasons 
w^y  needlework  has  lived  and 
flourished  throughout  all  ages  of 
mankind.  It  has  developed  and 
changed  with  the  humors  and  dis- 
positions of  ivery  nation,  and  today 
It  Jyih  stands  as  one  of  the  best 
mediums  of  expressiqg  taste,  com- 
fort and  beauty  wherever  it  exists. 

The  Victoria  proviaelal  exhibit 
was  no  exception  to  this  rule,  and 
the  popularity  of  every  item  of  this 
section  showed  a  wise  choice  by  the 
compilers,  together  with  good  co- 
operation on  tha  part  ot  the  es- 
hibitors. 

Bvery  piece  of  work  was,  I  firmly 
belteYe,  the  baA  coooeptton  of  its 
exhibitor;  eonsaqttently  the  matter 

of'  chooshig  the  first  and  second 
prises  was  by  no  means  an  easy 

task;  but  If  one  bear.s  In  mind 
what  I  remarked  at  the  beginning, 
that  needlework  should  expre.ss  the 
character  of  the  nation,  then  we 
may  find  some  .  foundation  upon 
whleh  to  judge. 

As  a  general  nde;  thia  foundation 
or  standard  may  be  divided  into 
five  headings  or  five  viewpoints, 
which  arc:  1,  the  style  of  the  article; 
2.  lt.s  design  or  component  parts;  3, 
lt,s  utility  in  pre.sent-day  hie;  4, 
the  finish  or  neatness  with  which 
to  resist  wear  and  tear;  S,  the  gen- 
eral cSect  or  Imprajsion  it  gives. 

TtMse  five  points,  of  course,  vary 
considerably  *""T*l1Vrg  to  the 
special  service  al  each  article.  For 
instance,  no  one  would  expect  to 
find  the  .same  treatment  on  flour 
sacking  a.s  on  .siri>ng  rot  I  on.  on 
Strong  cotton  a.s  on  fine  c^ktton,  on 
fine  cotton  as  on  nne  hnen.  on  fine 
linen  as  on  Jtlk,  and  so  on.  And 
sgaln.  a  design  vrtiieh  sutts  a  cur- 
tain, a  cushion,  or  a  "vertical" 
article,  would  not  do  for  table  linen, 
bed  linen,  or  "horizontal"  covering. 
Then  again,  an  old  .style  which 
once  looked  charming  in  grandma's 
prim  parlor,  has  no  use  or  place 
In  our  modem  daylight  homes. 

Further,  some  ladles  forget  to 
Uke  into  ednslderatian  the  naees- 
(Hty  of  choosing  a  really  nice,  up- 
to-date  design.  They  expected 
everything  sold  at  needlework  and 
patteni  counters  must,  of  nece.wlty. 
be  rorrcf  t .  That  is  probably  whv 
some  ladles  asked  what  to  do  when 
the  design  was  not  good.  Well, 
there  is  only  one  answer.  What  do 
we  do  with  bad  eggs  and  rotten 
vegetable}?  Do  the  same  with  bad 
designs  and  the  stores  will  soon 
come  up  to  .scratch 

Of  course,  the  .schools  ahe  trying 
to  handle  this  .situation  by  teaching 
girls  to  de.slgn  their  own  articles, 
and  this  bring.:*  us  to  the  children's 
section,  which,  I  am  sorry  to  say. 
was  not  at  all  Ulustratlve  of  the 
amount  of  needlework  whldi  I 
know  the  children  ean  do  and  are 
doing.  I  know  that  holidays  inter- 
fere, and  so  on.  but.  at  the  same 
time.  I  am  aware  that  Victoria  Hnd 
district  Is  supplied  with  some  of  the 
very  best  sewing  teaehertf  of  the 
province  who  could  co-operata  with 
the  parents  in  stagtag  one  of  the 
beet  exhibits  of.  the  province. 

If  the  catalogue  is  not  arranged 
for  this,  I  feel  sure  that  Mrs 
Crocker  and  her  committee  would 
be  only  too  willing  to  consider  a 
suitable  list,  so  that  the  gzowll^ 
girl.s  may  be  trained  to  Jqin  In  aitf

Nanaimo. 

The  erection  of  this  monument 
consummate!}  a  movement  Inaug- 
urated by  ex-Mayoe  HMrrlaon.  who 
during  his  term  a«  M^ror  and  as 
chief  factor  of  NanAimo  Poet,  Native 
.Sons,  was  always  active  in  having 
the  foundatttin  of  Nanaimo  bajlc  in- 
dustry handed  down  to  po.^t/crlty. 
The  monument  is  a  granite  column 
three  feet  square  at  the  base  and 
jeven  and  4ine«haU  feet  in  height, 
and  has  beeii  turned  out  by  Mr.  C. 
J.  Milllns.  of  the  Nanaimo  Monu- 
mental Works. 

By  agreement  the  .site  ha.s  been 
turned  over  by  the  City  CouneU  to 
the  Department  of  the  Interior  for 
a  period  of  nlne^-nine  years.  It 
has  beon  suggested  that  Inrtead  of 
the  foliage  at  present  growing  on 
the  oval,  when  the  monument 
l.s  erected,  said  foliage  be  eliminat- 
ed and  that  the  base  consi.t  only 
of  a  grass  plot  with  a  few  flowers 
placed  at  intervals  around  the  ex- 
terior of  the  ovaL 

The  inscription  on  the  monument, 
written  by  ex-Hayor  Harrison.  Is 
as  follows: 

"Dlseovery  of  coal  at  Nanaimo, 
and  Its  development  bv  the  Hud- 
son'.? Bay  Compan''  ushered  In  a 
period  of  developmen*  which  would 
have  t.aken  a  decade  to  materialize 
If  It  were  not  for  the  continuous 
ahippUig  of  coal  to  all  imporUnt 
points  on  the  Korth  Paelfle  Coast 
and  to  merchant  and  naval  ships 
ecntlnuotisly  since  the  year  1862. 
when  Its  existence  was  made  known 
to  the  company  bv  IrKlland.  I 

"In   thi.«  year  the   Hiid.sr,n  s  Bay  i 
Company  commenced  the  construe- 
tion  of  the  Bastkm  tO  sMTegnard  the 
white  settlors. 

"This  monument  stands  approxi- 
mately 300  yards  horth  of  the  point 
of  discovery  and  MB  yards  south  of 
the  pit  head  of  tkg  ftnt  OOBttOT- 
clal  r^l  mine."

NEW  YORK,  Sept  1  Mennon- 
ites  to  tlie  number  of  3.000  are  now 
rho<ising  honie.sites  on  ft  tract  of 
about  4,000,000  acres  m  the  Repub- 
lic of  Paraguay,  wlm  h  country,  if 
the  land  and  other  factors  prove  as 
satisfactory  as  it  appears  at  the 
present  time,  may  become  the  fu- 
ture home  of  Mennonltes  through- 
out the  world. 

The  3,000  who  are  now  there,  or 
A  ;o  are  on  their  way  there,  are 
from  Canada  and  the  United  States, 
largely  from  the  former  place,  llie 
wilds  of  Paraguay  have  been  se- 
lected largely  as  a  result  of  the  ad- 
vice of  Oen  Samuel  MrRobert.s, 
chairman  of  the  board  of  directors 
iif  the  Chatham-Pheni.x  National 
Bank  Trust  Company,  who  among 
other  numerous  duties  more  promi- 
nently in  the  public  eye.  holds  the 
interesting  position  of  flnencial  ad- 
viser to  the  Mennonlte  colony 

Oen.  McKoberts.  who  has  Just  re- 
turned from  an  extensive  trip 
liiDugh  South  America,  said  that 
Ills  way  across  tlie  South  Ameri- 
can Continent  he  had  gooe  into  the 
wilds  of  Paraguay  and  looked  over 
the  land  whlslx  the  Mennonltes  have 
arranged  to  settle  on. 

It  is  virgin  ground,  hns  all  na- 
tural advanuges  and  conforms  to 
Mennonlte  ideas  of  Isoletlon,  aaid 
Oen.  McRoberts.  Hie  tract  em- 
braces 4.000,000  acres,  on  which 
members  of  the  reUgious  sect  are 
permitted  to  choose  what  sections 

of  It  they  wish. 

Although  the  Oovemment  o?  Para- 
guay is  Intensely  interested  In  hav- 
ing the  Mennonlte  ssttiement,  the 
land  used  is  iM  a  pubUc  gmnt,  but 
is  acquired  at  low  cost  through 
private  transactions.  Pajrment  Is  to 
be  part  cRsli  and  part  by  tender  of 
Canadian  lands  tn  exchange. 

Gen.  McRoberts  said  he  first  be- 
came Interested  in  helping  the 
Mennonltes  solve  their  problems 
about  five  years  ago  and  when  they 
deslTed  to  found  a  new  colony  he 
"Commended  Paraguay.  As  a  pre- 
liminary the  bank  offlcial  engaged 
an  explorer  to  Investigate  and  re 
port  on  the  property  available  In 
that  country.  The  choice  of  the 
present  tract  resulted  from  these 
surveys  and  the  vMt  of  members  of 
the  oilMifcte  the  new  home
